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1 The witness, Detective Ronald E. Sheehan, 

2 having been first duly sworn, testifies as follows: 

3 DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MS. BERGER : 

4 Q. Could you, please, state your name? 

5 A. Ronald Edward Sheehan. 

6 Q. Could you spell your last name for the 

7 record? 

8 A. S-H-E-E-H-A-N. 

9 Q. How are you employed? 

10 A. I'm a Patrolman with the Springfield 

11 Massachusetts Police Department. 

12 Q. And, are you assigned to a particular 

13 Division and shift there? 

14 A. Yes, I'm currently assigned to the Narcotics 

15 Division Intelligence Unit, on the 8:00 to 4:00 p.m. 

16 shift. 

17 Q* And, do you have any particular, training in 

18 regard to firearms? 

19 A. Yes, I do. 

20 Q. What would that include? 

21 A. That would include annual in-service 

22 training, which we become familiar with the workings of 

23 weapons. 
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1 Q . So the Academy training and in-service 

2 training once a year. 

3 A. That's correct. 

- Q- Approximately how long have you been a 

5 Police Officer? 

6 A. Twenty-three years. 

7 Q. And, sir, were you involved in the 

8 investigation of an Ayyub Abdul-Alim for an incident 

9 that occurred' on or about December 9th, 2011? 

10 A. Yes. 

11 Q. And, in regard to that investigation did you 

12 writeareport? 

13 A. Yes, I did. 

14 Q. Could you, please, read your report to the 

15 members of the Grand Jury? 

16 A, Oh this date, which would be 12/9/2011, at 

17 approximately 7:30 p.m. , Officer Anthony Sowers, Officer 

18 Angel Berrios, and Officer Ronald Sheehan placed under 

19 arrest in the parking lot of the Getty gas station, 

20 located at 671 State Street, Ayyub Abdul-Alim, date of 

21 birth 4/25/1978, of 683 State Street, apartment 8. 

22 Over the past several months the Springfield 

23 Police Narcotics Division has been conducting an ongoing 
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1 investigation into drug and gun activity in the area of 

2 the Getty Mart located at 671 State Street. The area of 

3 671 State Street is located in a high crime area in 

4 which numerous Narcotics arrests have been made and a 

5 homicide was recently committed. 

6 On 12/9/2011, Officer Sheehan received 

7 information from a confidential informant that a drug 

8 delivery was going to occur at the Getty Gas Station at 

9 approximately 7:00 p.m. The delivery was going to be 
10 made by a White male, who was operating a white Jeep. 

f ; 11 ' Based on this information Officer Sheehan contacted 

12 Officers Berrios and Sowers to respond to this area and 

13 look for this vehicle. Upon locating this vehicle these 

14 Officers were instructed to obtain the identity of the 

15 operator of this vehicle. Officer Sheehan, who was in an 

16 unmarked undercover vehicle, also patrolled the area in 

17 an attempt to locate this vehicle. 

18 Officers Berrios and Sowers located this 

19 vehicle parked in the parking lot of the Getty Station a 

20 short time later and approached the vehicle, which was 

21 occupied by a lone White male. Officers Berrios and 

■ i 22 Sowers were identifying the operator of this vehicle, as 

23 I observed from a discrete location. As the Officers 
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1 were making the identification of the operator, Officer 

2 Sheehan observed a subject in a red jacket walking 

3 toward them. Officer Sheehan identified this subject as 

4 Ayyub Abdul-Alim, a known subject. Information was 

5 previously provided from a second reliable confidential 

6 informant, that Ayyub Abdul-Alim possessed a small 

7 handgun that he carried with him. For Officer safety 

8 purposes, Officer Sheehan immediately notified Officers 

9 Berrios and Sowers by radio to stop the subject who was 

10 approaching them in the red jacket (Ayyub Abdul-Alim) 

11 and perform a thorough pat frisk on him. 

12 Officer Berrios conducted a thorough frisk 

13 of Abdul-Alim and found a Colt .25 caliber pistol 

14 located in the underpants of Abdul-Alim. Abdul-Alim was 

15 asked to produce a firearms license, and was unable to. 

16 A Records check was conducted and it was determined that 

17 Abdul-Alim did not possess a Licence to Carry a firearm 

18 in Massachusetts. The handgun held a clip that contained 

19 six -.25 caliber bullets. No bullet was in the chamber. 

20 Abdul-Alim was placed under arrest at this time and 

21 transported to the Springfield Police Department. 

22 The firearm was tagged number 330272. 

23 And, a firearm recovery report was submitted 
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1 'to Deputy Chief Cochrane. 

■2 And, the firearm, serial number 264094,. was 

3 checked for stolen through Records with negative 

4 results. 

5 Q. Thank you. Was the firearm that was 

6 recovered during this investigation sent to the State 

7 Police Ballistics Unit to be test fired and examined? 

8 A. Yes, it was. 

9 Q. Do you have the certificate of test firing 

10 with you here today? 

11 A. Yes, I do. 

12 Q. Isthatatwopagetyped document ? 

13 A. Yes, it is. 

14 MS. BERGER: If I could have that marked 

15 Exhibit 1, please? 

16 (Grand Jury Exhibit 1: Marked) 

17 Q. If you could, please, read what has been 

18 marked Exhibit 1 to the members of the Grand Jury? 

19 A. Certificate of Examination and Test Firing. 

20 Case number 12-0038 (sic). Tested on January 11, 2012. 

21 Submitted it, is the Springfield Police Department . The 

22 defendant Ayyub Abdul-Alim. 

23 On January 5th, 2012, Detective Joseph 
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1 Gentile of the Springfield Police Department, delivered 

2 the following to this Section for examination: 

3 .25 Auto caliber Colt 1908 Hammerless 

4 revolver, serial number 264094, with one (1) 6-round
